WASHINGTON, April 25. — The 
House, reversing two earlier deci- 
sions, approved today a $2,613,000 
appropriation to start construction 
of a Tennessee Valley Authority 
dam near Gilbertsville, Ky. 
It accepted, on a 159 to 152 roll 
call vote, a motion of Representa- 
tive Woodrum (Dem.), Virginia, to 
agree to the expenditure which the 
Senate had insisted upon for two 
months. . 
The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee eliminated the appropriation 
when it first reported the $1,422,- 
000,000 independent offices appro- 
priation bill and the members sus- 
tained that decision. A month ago 
it refused to accept tne Senate

Fred A. Hagemeier Unconsci- 
ous After Crash—Student 
Flyer Slightly . Injured. 


An airplane piloted by Fred A. 
Hagemeier, 3020 Wyoming street, 
fell into the Meramec River a mile 
north of Fenton at 6:50 o’clock last 
night, critically injuring the pilot, 
although his passenger, Miles Bai- 
ley, 4 Mason road, Webster Groves, 
escaped with minor hurts. 

Bailey, ‘a student pilot, had been 
operating the dual-controlled mon- 
oplane when it took off a few 
minutes before from the Meramec 
Airport on Highway 66, but after 
it was in the air, he told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, Hagemeier took 
charge. Hagemeier, a flyer for 10 
years, has a commercial pilot's li- 
cense. 

Witnesses told Deputy Sheriffs 
they heard the plane's motor sput- 
ter ~weakly just before it fell, but 
Bailey said today he recalled no 
motor failure. His recollection was 
that the plane, flying at about 500 
feet, side-slipped into the water as 
it was making a turn. 

“When we were over the river,“ 
Bailey sald, “I looked over the side 
and saw the water coming up at 
us mightly quickly. Things hap- 
pened so suddenly I hardly know 
how to tell about it. 

“I figured Hagemeier was an ex- 
perienced pilot, so I didn’t touen 
the controls. Then we side-slippea 
into the water, and that was the 
last I knew until I woke. up in the 
ambulance.” 

Treated at the St. Louis County 
Hospital for a sprained ankle, cuts 
about the face, and shock, Bailey, 
25 years old, was permitted to re- 
turn to his home. He operates an 
automobile repair shop in Webster 
Groves. 

Hagemeier was still unconscious 
at the hospital today after receiving 
a blood transfusion last night. He 
euffered a fractured skull. He 18 
34 years old, a mechanic for the 
Public Service Co. and on Sundays 
flies passengers on short sight-see- 
ing trips from the Meramec Airport. 

Alderman Walter Ziegenbal& of 
St. Louis, who was spending the 
day at his clubhouse on the river, 
was one of those who told of hear- 
ing the plane’s motor sputter just 
before the crash. The plane, he 
said, was flying southeast, making 
a turn, when it spiraled down be- 
hind some trees at the river’s edge. 

Only 150 feet from where the 
plane fell, Clem Richter, 4021 Taft 
avenue, was working on the roof of 
his clubhouse when the crash at- 
tracted his attention. He had not 
hoticed the sound of the motor. 
Richter rowed out to midstream, 
where the wrecked airplane came 
to rest upright in about five feet 
of water. He was soon joined by 
George and John O'Neill, brothers, 
of 1655 High School drive, Brent-

Accused of Interstate Transpor- 
tation. of Stolen Autos; 
Jury Completed. 


Trial of Eugene Tebeau, John 
Walsh and Edward 8. McIntosh, 
charged with interstate transporta- 
tion of stolen automobiles, began 
today in United States Judge 
George H. Moore’s court. 

Sixty witnesses will be called by 
the Government against Tebeau, 
used-car dealer and former convict; 
his stepson, Walsh, known also as 
Buddy Tebeau; and McIntosh, said 
to have been in business with Te- 
beau. The defense will call 24 or 
more witnesses. The trial is ex- 
pected to run through this week. 

Penalty on conviction of the of- 
fense charged, under the Dyer Act, 
is a fine up to $5000, imprisonment 
up to five years, or both. 

Dismissal of the indictment 
against Albert J. Keller, indicted 
with the three defendants, was an- 
nounced by Assistant United States 
Attorney Henry G. Morris, prosecu- 
ing the three. 

Three indictments were consol- 
idated for the purpose of the pres- 
ent trial. They charge the defend- 
ants with seven specific offenses, 
in transportation of stolen cars 
across the Missouri-Illinois state 
line to East St. Louis. The Federal 
grand jury, last November, voted 
seven indictments against Tebeau, 
Walsh; McIntosh and, in a single 
case, Keller. 

Keller was formerly employed as 
a mechanic and notary public at 
Tebeau’s used-car establishment, 
4619 Delmar boulevard. 

Sigmund M. Bass and George C. 
Dyer, former assistant United 
States Attorney, are defense coun- 
sel. 

Tebeau, arrested 53 times for 
questioning in the last decade, 
served part of a two-year term in 
the Penitentiary at Jefferson City 
for automobile theft. Walsh, at 
the time of his arrest last fall, was 
a student in St. Louis University 
School of Commerce and Finance, 
Police reports have detailed the 
sale of a total of 71 cars, alleged to 
have been stolen, through Tebeau’s 
esfablishment. Only those which 
were taken to Illinois figure in the 
Federal prosecution.

Konstantin Paets became Estonia's 
first President yesterday under the 
new Constitution evolved by him- 
self. 

He was elected for a six-year

Paets is 64 years old and was 
“guardian of the state” during the 
last four years in which the Diet 
was prorogued. He was the only 
nominee. He was chosen by 219 to 


19 votes. This eliminated a popu- 
lar election. 

The new President had fought 
from youth for the liberation of Es- 
tonia from Russia. In 1917, after 
the outbreak of the Russian revolu- 
tion, the country regained its inde- 
pendence, which was proclaimed on 
Feb. 24, 1918. 


Successfully Opposed Bolshevists. 

Paets became head of the repub- 
lic and conducted a su war 
against the Bolshevists. 

In his new office he will have 
wide powers. He will appoint and 
dismiss the government and its in- 
dividual’ members. He also will 
have the right to dissolve both 
houses of Parliament and suspend 
the chamber for two weeks in any 
session. 

In the interim he would govern 
by decree, enacting new laws. in 
event of a national emergency. 

The new Constitution guarantees 
individual liberties and freedom of 
coriscience and religion. Minorities 
will have full cultura] autonomy. 

Under it the 50-member Diet, pro- 
vided by the Constitution, which 
came into force on Jan: 24, 1934, 
was replaced by a national assem- 
bly of two chambers.

The Chamber of Deputies has 80 
members elected by popular vote. 
In elections in February, 60 of the 
80 seats went to the Government.

consists of 30 members 
named by professional organizations 
and other groups, and 10 named by 
the President.

The United States must assume a large share of 
the responsibility for scuttling international trade. 
The Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act, although far less 
drastic than some of the trade controls subsequently 
adopted by Buropean Powers, nevertheless marked 
an important milestone in the erection of post-war 
trade barriers. It provoked drastic retaliation and 
set in motion a train of events the consequences of 
which are incalculable. 

The strangulation of world trade is the under- 
lying motive force back of German and Italian ag- 
gression, but the weakness of France has furnished 
the opportunity. With France a question mark, the 
British diplomatic retreat is understandable, In the 
event, of war, England would have to finance France 
as well as herself, and would find herself financially 
ruined, even if victorious, If the atrain of war is 
imposed upon the existing class cleavage in France, 
it might easily result in a new French Revolution 
and remove France from the field, leaving England 
isolated and helpless. The. situation could not be 
more favorable for Hitler, and he is exploiting it to 
the uttermost. 

What hope there is for world peace, as distin- 
guished from a temporary truce, lies in the possi- 
bility of reviving world trade and thus removing 
the principal economic grievances of the have-not 
uations. Paradoxically, the have-not nations today 
are the greatest obstacles to reviving world trade. In 
an effort to attain military self-sufficiency, they 
look toward self-contained economies from which 
other nations are excluded. They want not merely, 
access to raw materials but sources of raw materials 
subject to their political and military control. They 
want not markets in which they can sell, but mar- 
kets which they dominate and from which. they er- 
clude the rest of the world. 

The distribution of raw materials is such that no 
Burepean nation can obtain and subject to its com- 
plete political control what it regards as econom- 
ically necessary without endangering the security of 
some other great Power. This fact is the great eco- 
nomic force making for war. If world trade can 
be revived, all countries will have access to raw 
materials and to markets, but raw materials and 
markets cannot be made the monopoly of any one 
country. 

The vital interest of the United States in the re- 
vival of world commerce is recognized in the treaty- 
making efforts of Secretary of State Hull—an enter- 
prise of the administration that should have the 
fullest support.

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A CLEAR DEFINITION OF PRESS FREEDOM. 

It is doubtless true that a misconception has 
sprung up about freedom of the press, to the effect 
that it is a special right granted for the benefit of 
publishers. The American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, in convention at Washington, did an excel- 
lent thing in adopting a resolution that places this 
constitutional guaranty in its proper setting. The 
resolution says: 


Too many citizens regard freedom of the press 
as merely the profitable privilege of publishers, 
instead of the right of all the people and the 
chief institution of representative government. 
A free press is that privilege of citizenship 
be ogy makes governmental dictatorship impos-

The publishers’ stake in freedom of the press is 
a great one, to be sure, but the people’s stake is even 
greater. It is the right of learning the truth from 
printed pages over whose contents the Government 
has no control. Dictatorship can mold its subjects’ 
opinions because it dominates the press and other 
channels of expression, In a free country, however, 
truth is in the field, and the actions of officials, 
from the President down, are exposed to appraisal 
and criticism from all points of view. 

Freedom of the press is a privilege of no special 
class, but of the whole people. 
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MISSOURI'S PILLAR SAINTS. 

In 420 A. D., Simeon Stylites invented the ascetic 
idea of living in the open air on top of a tall pil- 
lar, with the idea of doing public penance and mak- 
ing vicarious atonement for others’ sins. For the 
next eight centuries, this rigorous life was follawed 
by a class of hermits in Syria and Palestine, who 
came to be known as pillar saints. 

Missouri’s Ozarks have a modern class of occu- 
pants of high places in the open—the weather- 
beaten lookouts on the fire observatories of the 
national forests. They are not required to stay 
constantly on their lofty perches, but in times 
of the greatest fire hazard, they may be on duty 
aloft from sunrise to sunset, The principal lookouts 
have the luxury of glass-inclosed cabins on their 
100-foot steel towers, commanding a view of several 
hundred square miles of treetops. Most of these men 
mount by staircases, but some must climb ladders. 

Next. come the secondary observers, who scram- 
ble up to simple, flat platforms on 80-foot steel 
towers when visibility becomes poorer and a closer 
watch is required. On dry, hazy days, which call for 
the sharpest observation, hardy men make their way 
to the top of 50-foot poles and roost in crow’'s

We ate to have 
your counsel for many years more, 
but now is as good a time as may 
ever come to tell you that the 
members of the Associated Press 
can never repay you for what you 
have so freely given us in the years 
of your leadership.” 

“There is a gift we can give you 
today,” he said, “which will glad- 
den your heart more than any 
other, and I think I know this 
membership well enough to say 
that we will give it. 

America First, “Isms” Second. 

“We can and we do re-dedicate 
ourselves to the cause of truth in 
the news. This cause was never in 
direr need of defenders than today. 
The march of events intensifies 
class differences. The centrifugal 
forces which have split apart many 
a country in the past are at work 
among us. 

“One pressure group after an- 
other takes the center of the stage, 
each fanned into a fierce flame of 
endeavor by its leaders. Who, tuen, 
shall stand for America first and 
his own ‘ism’ second? Only that 
one, I suspect, who can see the 
country whole and know it as it 
really is, know all its parts and 
their relationship to each other, 
know what the entire adventure is 
about. 

“And how do we develop citizens 
of this order? Only by telling 
fully and truly what is going on. 
Public opinion rules a democracy 
and news is the raw material of 
public opinion. 

“We shall tell the truth,” he 
added, “and more resolutely than 
ever.
